Current Situation: Moderate fire activity continued throughout the West.
Large fire activity continued in the Eastern Area, with the mobilization of a
Type Il Incident Management Team, 2 Type | Crews, 2 Airtankers, 2 MAFFS

Airtankers and misc. supplies, equipment and overhead through NICC. The 4
Type 1 crews that were assigned to the Sag Corridor fire have been reassigned
to the Rocky Point fire. Large fire activity continued 1iIn Canada, with
39,061 acres burned yesterday.

Eastern Area Large Fires:

ROCKY POINT COMPLEX, New York State. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Dubois) is committed. Confirmed losses are 8 residences, 1 business and a
train station for the Long Island Railroad. Approximately 100 people remain
evacuated from their homes. The Riverhead fire is burning in oak and pitch
pine and was being driven by 30 MPH winds with flame lengths of 200 to 300
feet. The other fires in the complex are all contained.

SUNRISE, New York State. A Type 11 Incident Management Team from the Rocky
Mountain Area was ordered late last night.

OUTLOOK: Monsoonal moisture will affect the eastern portion of the West,
while a low pressure disturbance moves into northwest Washington. The rest
of the Pacific coast will be sunny. Thundershowers and thunderstorms can be
expected east of a line from western Arizona through central Montana. High

temperatures will range from 100 degrees in a few southwest deserts, to the
80"s and 90°s through the remainder of the West. Northern Minnesota will be
partly cloudy with highs in the low to mid 70"s with northeast winds at 5-10
MPH. The northeastern U.S. will continue to be dominated by a surface high
pressure system centered over New Jersey. Skies will be mostly sunny with
highs from 70 to 85 degrees and winds at 5-10 MPH. The potential for
increased fTire activity remains iIn the Eastern Area. Moderate fire activity
is expected to continue in the West.
